HEW ZEALAND’S FIRST MELBOURNE CUP.

■was the fift.v-sixth run, says tliat no fewer than 
twenty-nine have gone to liorses trainetl in Victoria, 
tarenty-foiir to horses trained in New Koutii Wales, 
two to horses trained in Sontli Australia, and one, 
Sasanof. to a horse traineii and owneii by New 
Zealanders. Tlie winners have not in all cases 
been owne<l in the state in wlii<*1i they were 
trained.

D«*cidedly imbued witli quaint features is a recent 
reminiscent account of some racing oc<*urrences at 
Warwick, England, a limidred years ago. The wide 
difference between racing and racing values of that 
time and the present are picturesquely presented. 
Then, as also in tins country at tlie same time, the 
highest-class horses w’ere raced over long distances 
in heats and for sums tliat now seen ridiculously 
small. In his account of ancient Warwick racing, 
Augur, of Ixmdon Sporting Life, says: 

“It is interesting to note that racing at Warwick 
W’as one of the earliest institutions. I find record of 
races at Warwick in 1770, when on the tw-enty-nintli 
of August five horses ran two four-mile heats for a 
plate of .50 ^unds, a Mr, Herbert’s Sparkler, a five- 
.vear-old. winning both heats. There was more va- 
riety nlK)Ut the sport on the following day. when 
five animals had to run four heats of four miles for 
a 50 pound plate, as the first three heats were won 
by a different horse eacli time. The winner of the 
third lieat — a Mr. Ix'iiton’s six-year-old. North Bri- 
ton — must liave berm a real gwxl stayer, for oe Avon 
tlie fourth heat also. Racing one liorse sixteen 
milts for 50 ]>ounds would horrify some of our 
pn‘sent-day owners, who would Avant to keep their 
animals in cotton -wool cA’er after. But there was 
better sptirt at WarAvick later on, as just one hun- 
dred years ago in September there Avere seven events 
decided during two days, and on the second day 
there was the following race: 

Gold Cup. value 100 guineas, the rest in specie, a 
subscription of ten guineas each, with tAA’cnty 
guineas added by the steAvards, for all ages; four 
miles. Twenty subscril>ers.

“The graj’^ horse Grimaldi had won the Gold Cup 
in the previous year, and odds of C to 4 were bet 
on him, but Victoria AA’as backed at 7 to 4. On 
the same afternoon there was a ‘Maiden Plate of 
.50 pounds, given by the members,* Avhich I take 
to mean members of the Warwick Club, Avhich was 
evidently in existence then. I^ord Oxford ran a 
fiA’e -year-old brother to Victoria, the Gold Cup 
Avinner, but after Avinning one heat — the race was 
run for in tAvo-mile lieats — and miming second in 
the next, ho fell lame and aa’us withdruAvn, the event 
being Avon by a Mr. J. Bailey’s Fourth of June, a 
thre€*-year-old, Avhicli. fonrtli in the first heat. 
Avon the next two. This thr(‘e-year-old must have 
licen a fine, staying colt, for I find liiin subse- 
quently Avinning plates of two mile heats at Shrews- 
bury and Wrexliam, beating horses of all ages. 
He trained on, too. for as a four-year-old he Avon 
a 70 pound plate in t\A’o-mile heats at Newton, a 
50 pound plate in four-mile heats at Nantwicli, 
and a .50 pound plate in tliree-mile heats at Brox- 
ash, the latter race Indiig run on the doAvns near 
Bromyard. RcAerting to tlie Avinner of the Gold 
Cup at Warwick one hundred years ago, recorded 
nlHiA'e, it is related in tlie Stud Book of this mare, 
Victoria, by ilanibletonian, out of Beatrice, by 
Sir Peter, that she Avas ‘put to the stud, but will 
not breed.’ 

“On the oi>oning day of the WarAvick meeting a 
hundred years ago there AA*as a race in three four- 
mile heats for His Majesty’s I’late AAdiich caused 
a lot of subsequent trouble, as it Avas AA'on by a 
bay gelding siipimsed to be by Worthy, and four 
years old, but it turned out afterAvards, ‘on an 
investigation before the Jockey Club at Newmarket,’ 
that tlic hors(* entered for it by the description 
of ‘h. g, by Worthy, four years old.’ was in fact the 
bay gelding llylas, six years old, in consequence of 
Avhicli payment of tlie plate A\as sto]i|MMl. It also 
tninspired that the same animal had started for 
lilates at NeAvton, Lancaster, l*reston, Ormskirk 
and Liclifitdd. under the description of ‘Trusty, by 
Wortliy, four years old.’ 

“Evidently gentlemen riders Averc not A*ery keen 
in tliose days, for, although tliere were eigiit sub- 
M-rilH^rs for a ‘Hunters’ SAveeiistakes of ten guineas 
each, gentlemen riilers, tAAo-niile lieats,’ there AA'ere 
only two starters, Mr. J. L<M-kley AA’inning with a 
six-year-old bay mare by Totteridge. Apparently 
Mr. Ijockley ‘farmed’ all tlie liunters’ rac*es Avitli 
this useful mare, Avhioli later in the year received 
the name of Jenny-hang -the- Weavers. She started 
the year 1810 by AA'aljiing oxer for a Hunters’ Sweep- 
stakes at Manchester, the comlitioiis reading ‘for 
liorses, etc., that never started or liad been in train- 
ing before tlie time of naming; ItlS pounds oacli; 
four miles.’ On the next day slie Axalked over for 
a similar stake, ami she turned up at Oxford in 
.Inly to Avalk o\'er for another Hunters’ S\A’eeps takes, 
Imt AA-as not allowed to, ‘for want of tlie requisite 
certificate.’ Tlien <*anie the Warwick race already 
refrrred to, and then she Avent on to ShrcAvsbury, 
wlierc, after Inung beaten in ;i tAvo-mile sweep- 
stakes ‘for liunters. lOS pounds, gentlemen riders, 
four miles.’ Being christened .len iiy- hang -the - 
WeaA*ers. she won a silxer <-iip for liunters at 
OsAvestry, and woiiml up the year by licing dis- 
qiialifiid for cr<*ssing in the second heat of a 
Mi'iiilsus’ I’late at Oswestry. 8o niiicli for Warwick 
one hiiiidrcd years ago.’’

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Germany and lier allies yesterday proposed to 
enter fortliAA'ith into peace negotiations, tlie Over- 
seas News Ageney announced in a dispatch from 
Berlin. The announcement aa'us coindied in tlie fol- 
loAving terms: “The chancellor this niorning re- 

ceived one after another the representatiA'es of the 
United States of America, Spain and SAvitzerland. 
that is, of tlie states protecting Gerin.an interests 
in hostile foreign countries. The chancellor trans- 
mitted to them a note and asked them to bring it 
to the knoAvledge of the hostile governments. Tlie 
note Avill lx* read today in the reiehstag by the 
chancellor. In the note the four allied (central) 
powers propose to enter fortliAvith on ix»ace negotia- 
tions. The proixisitions Avhich they bring for such 
negotiations are. according to their firm lx»lief, 
appropriate for tlie establishment of a lasting ix'ace. 
The governments at Vienna, Uonstantinople and Sofia 
transmitted identical notes and also communicatcHl 
AA’ith the holy sec and all other neutral powers.’’ 
Following is the text of the note addresseil by (ler- 
m.iny and her allies to the entente governments: 
“The most terrific war ever exix‘rienced in history 
has b<‘en raging for the last tAVo years and a liaif 
over a large part of the world — a catastrophe Avhiidi 
tlioiisands of years of common civilization Avas 
unable to prevent, and Avhich injures the most pre- 
cious achievements of linmanit.v. Our aims are not 
to shatter or annihilate our adx'ersaries. In spite 
of our consciousness of our military and economic 
strength and our readiness to continue the war 
(Avliicli has lx*en forced uixm ns) until the bitter 
i‘iid, if necessary: at the same time prompted by 
the desire to avoid further bhxxlshed and make an 
end to the atrocities of Av:ir, the four allied ixiAA'ors 
proixiso to enter fortliAvith into peace negotiations. 
The ]n*opositions Avhich they bring forAxard for such 
negotiations jiml Avhicli have for tliidr object a 
guarant.v of the existence, of the lioiior and liberty 
of evolution for tlieir nations are, according to 
their firm Ixdicf, an appropriate basis for the es- 
tablishment of a lasting ixmce. The four allied 
IxiAA-ers Iiave been obliged to take up arms to defend 
justice and the liberty of national eA’oliition. The 
glorious dei'ds of our armies have in no Avay nltereil 
their purpose. We ahvays maintaiiuxl the firm Ix'- 
liof that oiir own rights and justifiinl claims in no 
Ava.v control the rights of these nations. Tlie 
spiritual and material progress Avhieh Avere the pride 
of Europe at the begining of the tAA’entieth century 
are threatened witli ruin. Germany and her allies 
— Anstria-Hiingary, Bulgaria and Turkey — gaA-c 

proof of their unconquerable strength in this strug- 
gle. They gaineil gigantic advantages oA’cr :id- 
versaries superior in numlx^r and Axar material. Onr 
lines stand unshaken against ever repeated attempts 
made by armies. The latest attack in the Balkans 
has been rapidly and victoriously overcome. The 
most reeent events have demonstrated that further 
I'ontiniiance of tlie Avar Avill not result in bre.nking 
the resistance of our forces, ami the Avhole situa- 
tion witli regard to onr troops justifies our exix»cta- 
tioii of further suecesses. If, in spite of this offer 
of p«Mce and reconciliation, the struggle slionld go 
on, the four allied powers are resolved to continue 
to a victorious end, but thc.v disclaim responsibility 
for this before humanity and history. The imperial 
goA-ernment. through tlie good offic(‘s of your ex- 
cellency. ask the gov<*rnment of (here is inserted 
the name of the neutral ixiAAer addressed in eacli 
instance) to bring this commmiication to the knoAvl- 
edge of the government of (here are inserted the 
names of the ixdligerents).” 

Developments of the most important character 
in tlie negotiations between the allies and Greece 
are imminent. It Avas admitted at the English 

foreign office that the allies considered j'esterday 
a joint note Avhich. AA'itliiii a few liours, Avill he 
jiresented to King t'onstantine, and Avhich, it Avas 
declared, presaged a radical change in the situa- 
tion. Demands to N' made are of far-reaching 
<-oiisequence. In Avell- informed quarters it is L- 
Ih'ved that a refusal of these demands by Gr«‘eee 
Avill lead to immediate enfon*i*meiit of drastic 
blockade measures. It is uiiUerstixMl that the de- 
mands on Gn-ece ma.v require complete demobiliza- 
tion of the army, restoration of control by the 
entente ov<>r the posts, telegraphs and railways, 
ami tlie rcleasi? of the imprisoned Venizelists. 

Groat pr<‘parat Ions for tlie vigorous prosecution of 
the Avar arc going on in Italy, in reference t<» \vlii«*li 
a dispatih from Rorm* says: Italy, no less than 

l:cr allii's, is preparing to make 1917 a year of its 
most vigorous prosecution of the Avar. Taao events 
loilay indicated the new dctcnuiiiatioii of tlie na- 
tion. One Avas tlic calling to tlie colors of tlie i-lass 
of 1S9S. one year in adva.Mcc of its lime. The other 
was the vote of confidence accorded the present 
gov«‘r:inient by parliament. The question was secret. 
Tli<‘ vote Avas 376 to 1.5. 

A dispatcli to Luidon sa.vs the (icrm.aiis already 
havi* begun to iiii]H>sc heavy taxes on the Roumanian 
toAvns Avlihdi have fallen into their power.

In another 
race that day he rode a dead heat, but his mount was beaten in the run-off. 

Fred Archer rode six successive winners at Lewes, August 5, 1882; five winners at Chester, 1883; four, 
inchnling one walkover, in succession at Manchester, May 16, 188.3; five in succession and two losers at 
indsor. May 24, 1884; four in succession and two losers at Manchester. June 3, 1884; six in succession, 
including a dead heat and a walkover, at Bibury Club (Stockbridge) in 1884. 

S. Chandley rode five winners in succession, all of his mounts, at the Pontefract (Yorkshire) Summer 
Meeting, July 6, 1893. 

J. Tod Sloan, the American jockey, rode five w inners In succession at Newmarket. September 30, 1898. 
There w’ere seven races that day. He was beaten In the first and seventh. Of tiie five w’inners he rode, 
three were bred by P. Lorillard and ran in tlie colors of Lord W. Beresford.
